"Wo do uot wish to unnecessarily 
alarm the commimity ■when v,-e say that 
unless exertions are put forth to avert 
the evil we are about to pass ^^ugh a 
very tiickly season. With unTrhole- 
somo water supplied to households, and 
with the streets and private abodes des- 
titute of drainage, is it strange that 
diphtheria has broken out in our midst 
and threatens to invade many home- 
cirelea? iWe is scarcely a gutter or 
house drain ■within the corporate limits 
that has not sufficient ty])lioid hanging 
about it to poison the entire city, and 
tlie impure water conveyed to most of 
the houses and which forms the main 
source of supply is responsible for most 
of the ^motac complaints now preva- 
lent. Efforts arb being made by tlie 
city to improve the water, and while 
these are going on what should the 
people do 1 Adopt every means that 
experience lias placed vrithin their 
reach to purify the water now supplied 
them. Filter every drOp that is drank. 
Some go BO far as to boil all they mean 
to use and set it away to cool. By that 
process all . animalculic are killed and 
poisonous vegetable matter removed. 
A good and cheap filter may hv. made 
with alternate layers of gravel and 
charcoal in an ordinary barrel, perfect- 
ly cleansed. Ho one should dream of 
drinking Elk Lake water until ^ it has 
been subjected to sonic proce.si'jijb re- 
move the poisonous taint which the 
naked eye disconis in every tumblerful. 
House drains should be flushed and 
lime thrown into water^^jlosets daily. 
It devolves on the Board of Health' to 
see that every precaution is taken to 
sweeten back premises and draiiis in 
the heart of the City. The Act gives 
the Board extraordinary powers in sup- 
pressing nuisancts. They may enter 
private p dmises at seasonable hours 
and their o: aers m ■^t be oheyed under 
liea\y penalties. Wo have not hoard 
of any domiciliary visits being made in 
the interest of the public health for 
some time. A few days ago a range of 
old sliautics on Cormorant street were 
removed and beneath the floors of 
rooms in which Chinamen had existed 
for a generation almost were discovered 
three overflowing w. c's emitting ma- 
laria. People living lower down on 
the street are to bo pitied. No more 
fruitful source of disease than neglect- 
ed receptacles of filth can be found, 
•and between bad water, no sewerage 
and overflowing outhouses, the outlook 
is dismal. ' Can anything be added to 
what we urged months ago respecting 
the importance of guarding the public 
health? A good many thousand dol- 
lars are being lavished to provide pala- 
tial quarters where city councillors may 
smoke " three-for-a-half " and while 
away the tedium of "Wednesday night 
sittings in plush-covercd arm-chairs. 
The money required for that purpose 
might have been profitably applied in 
improving the water and cleansing the 
City. It is now being wasted on lux- 
uries while the public health suffers for 
essential necessaries.

A few weeks ago a woman amved in 
Lincoln dressed completely in red; she 
M'as BO extremely peculiar that she was 
arrested as a lunatic. She said her visit 
to England was taken for the purpose 
of killing the murderer of her husband. 

For some time past the congregation 
of Knox Church, Perth, has been in a 
state of unusual ferment. The younger 
members of the congregation are very 
anxious for the introduction of an or- 
gan, but are strongly opposed by the 
older portion. A few weeks ago a vote 
was taken on the question, which re- 
sulted in a victory for the organ party 
by a majority of two. On the strength 
of this decision an organ was placed in 
the church, but all parties not being 
•satisfied a second vote was taken. After 
a great deal of canvassing on both sides, 
the largest congressional vote ever taken 
oh any question was poUdd, resulting in 
a defeat for the organists by a minority 
of six, the vote as expressed by the 
presiding oflicor showing that 84 mem- 
bers of the Churcli voted for the organ, 
while 90 persons voted against it.

Lord Ranelagli charged a young man 
at the Mariborough Street Police 
Court, London, with an assault. His 
Lordship was walking along Regent 
street, and, having the gout, was some- 
what lame. Ho was insulted for a 
considerable distance along the street 
by the prisoner and his conqianions, 
and the prisoner, on being asked to. go 
away, struck the prosecutor a severe 
blow on the nose. Ho was sentenced 
to a month's hard labor. 

Leonard "Wood, fourteen months old, 
son of Thomas Wood, cabinet-maker, 
Liverpool, met with a sudden death 
under somowhatsingular circunistanco.s. 
The child was put to bed in the fore- 
noon, and, as ho was in the habit of 
playing on the bed, his mother tied a 
string to his pinafore and attachejl it to 
the bed to prevent him from falling. 
The child, however, had fallen from 
the bed and was struggled, by the 
string. 

The London Gazette notifies that tlio 
Queen, takmg into consideration that 
upon the decease of the late Earl of 
Leitrim without issue the title devolv- 
ed upon his nephew, whose sisters, ac- 
cording to the ordinary rules of honor, 
cannot enjoy the j)lace and precedence 
which woidd have 'been due to them 
had their father survived and succeed- 
ed to the title, is pleased to declare that 
the said sisters shall have such place 
and precedence as if their father had 
survived his brother and become Earl 
of Leitrim. 

The Bishop of Manchester, in ad- 
dressing the candidates at a confirmation 
service at Crawsliawborth, condemned 
•smoking as "a bad, foolish, extrava- 
gant, and selfish habit." Referring to 
extravgance in dress, his lordshi]) said 
that when he was preaching at Black- 
burn a short time before the strike, ho 
was told of a girl who was eanuiig 20s. 
a week who paid .£.'S for a hut feather, 
and that another girl had given .£9 for 
a jacket "It was all very well for a 
duchess," said the Bishop, "but it was 
very foolish in working girls." 

An accident has occurred in Belfast 
by which two old ladies have lost their 
lives. Their name was Hamilton, and 
they were sisters. They had workmen 
repairing their house, and some altera- 
tion was made to a gas pipe in the draw- 
ing-room. Their bedroom was immedi- 
ately above that apartment, and in the 
morning the servant found them both 
dead in bed, they having been suflbcat- 
ed by gas. It would appear that the 
gas coupling below not being complete 
gas was flowing into their room during 
the night. 

A parrot escaped from' a house in 
Dean's-yard, Westminster, and flew as 
far as St. John's burial grounl, situated 
between Horseferry road, Paget street, 
where it alighted on one of the trees, 
A reward being ottered, William Hard- 
ing, a mason's labourer, of 52 Horse- 
ferry road, procured a ladder, and 
placing it against the tree on which the 
parrot was perched ascended it. He 
left the ladclcr and held on by one of 
the branches, which broke, and he fell 
head foremost on the edge of a tomb- 
stone with such vi<^lence that death was 
instantaneous. Deceased, who was 
about forty years of ago, leaves a widow 
and five children. 

At the Wolverhampton Police Court, 
a barber, named William Baggot, of 
Albert .street, Darlaston, was summon- 
ed before Mr. Spooner, the stipendiary 
magistrate, for following his oi-dinary 
occupation on Sunday, the 2.3 rd of June. 
A policeman proved that the defendant 
shaved four persons on the day in ques- 
tion, whereupon Mr. Spooner said; — • 
"ITie Sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath. Don't bring 
these cases before me. The sentence is 
that the man pay a half penny without 
costs. " 

The revenue returns for the year, 
and for the quarter ending, 30th June, 
show .tli.^t the amount received during 
the quarter has been ,£18,817,095 — a 
net decrease compared with the cor- 
,responding period of last year of £49,- 
173; and tliat the revenue for the year 
has been £79,714,120 — a net increa.se 
of £629,63-1. 

Mr. Isaac Wilson (Liberal), a Quaker, 
and Mr. Samuel Alexander Sadler 
(Liberal-Conservative) have been nom- 
inated for Middlesboro'. Protests were 
lodged against the nomination of Mr, 
Sadler on the ground that he, as Mayor 
of ^Middlesboro', having accepted the 
office of returning officer, could uot be 
a candidate. Mr. Sadler has resigned 
his office as Mayor. 

A fight has occurred at Liverpool 
between the Inman and Allan lines. 
It appeared in tlio police court that a 
night train brought a number of Cornish 
men to Ijiverpool, and the row occurred 
in coimection with emigration rivjilrics. 
The Inman agent was fined .£3 and 
costs. 

Lord James Butler, known as the 
Protestant Evanfelical champion in the 
Irish Church Synod, has formally separ- 
ated himself from the Church of Ire- 
land, on the ground of his dissatisfac- 
tion with the results of the Prayer-book, 
and especially with the words of the 
ordinal, ' 

Earl' Beaconsfieid has declared to his 
f friends" that' there are' two' things he 
wishes to. do before ho retires to private 
life — first, to settle the Eastern Question 
on a permanent basis, and second, to 
promote a general disarmament. 

A South London paper informs its 
readers that "there are nearly a hund- 



red members of Parliament who will 
not seek re-election at the dissolution 
of the present House of Commons." It 
giTea' as a reason for this that "it is of 
little use for a man of 50 or 60 years 
of age to commence his parliamentary 
career at the time when he has finished 
his professional or business life, as ho 
has not received the necessary political 
education, and cannot hoi)0 to obtain 
it." The London correspondent of the 
Liver^rool Courier says tliis is all fudge, 
and that the increasing expense of elec- 
tions is the real cause. 

Emigration from Ireland has fallen 
off from about 200,000 a year to 38,000 
in 1877. 

"Atlas," in the London World, has 
been anxious to find out what the vari- 
ous plenipotentiaries think of one 
another. Princo Gortschakoff, it seems, 
likes Lord Beaconsfield; so does Count 
Andrassy. The second Austrian, Count 
Karolvi, one of the richest and noblest 
of Hungarian magnates, looks upon 
Lord Salisbury as too literary for a 
grand signeur; and considers he would 
come nearer to the ideal of a British peer 
if there wore more of the gamekeeper 
and jockey about him. Unfortunately 
Lord Salisbuiy's colleague does not find 
more favour in the eyes of bis Hungar- 
ian excellency; for he pronounces the 
first plenipotentiary of Great Britain to 
be artificial, pretentious, and rather 
vulgar. J[. Waddington likes Lord 
Salisbury, but fails to understand Lord 
Beaconsfield. Count Andrassy. is less 
fond than he was, but no less fearful, 
of Princo Bismarck. Just as the Ger- 
mans do not relish fjho selections by 
Turkey of the German renegade Me- 
hemet Ali Pasha, so doosjLord Beacons- 
field rather resent tho choice of an Eng- 
lish manufacturer to represent Franco. 
"Essentially common and decidedly 
miihlle class," as our Premier says, he 
is but a poor substitute for tho sort of 
plenipotentiary that Vivian Grey had 
dreamt of meeting — a Due do la Roche- 
foucauld or a Princo of tho Empire, 
distributing diamond snuff-boxes in tho 
name of a Bourbon or a Bonaparte.

And, whcro, I ask, are the failures in 
the Rchool system — the proofs tiiat 
"it i.<5 little short of a mockery V Are 
they seen in the fact that the jjublic 
school here, at Nanaimo and at New 
Westminster arc filled to overflowingi — 
that in the country districts where dis- 
tance does not militate against it tho 
attendance is good 1 And whp will dare 
assert, without an atom of pi'oof, that 
the teacliing is less efficient than in 
private schools; qt below par in any 
way? But iJ inefficient teachers be 
retained in some places ; if tho most 
efficient got no promotion j if girls abso- 
lutely -without training -or- experifsnce 



are intmsted with from 60 to 80 chil- 
dren— ^as^iii Victoria ; if ladies holding 

the lowest grade certificates are pitch- 
forked into tho highest position, it is 
not tho fault of the board of education, 
but of the Legislature, which Las strip- 
ped the board of all power in these 
matters so long as trustees are quies- 
cent. Eveii the modicum of power en- 
abling it to defend a worthy teaclier 
against the groundless hostility of trus- 
tees — no matter how ignorant or base 
they may be — was conceded with reluc- 
tance. And are the members of tho 
board such intellectual pigmies that they 
can be instructed as to their duties by 
tho nonentities who own or edit tho 
Standard} I am not going to say 
much in .defence of Mr. Jessop, but 
this : at any rate, his bitterest enemies, 
Avho are now calling on the House to

The AylOBford Divoxot Out; 



Thn scuiidal-mongers have had an- 
other treat, and tho most inveterate of 
that unaniiablo coterie must have been 
satisfied with the di.sclosurcs in 
the disgraceful divorce case that 
has b(!en heard at Westminster 
Hall during the last two daj's. Tho 
Earl of Aylesford, a young nobleman, 
and large proprietor in Warwickshire, 
applied for a divorce from his wife, to 
whnin ho had been nmrricd about five 
years, on the grounds of her miscon- 
duct with the co-respondent, tho Mar- 
quis of Blandford, eldest son of theDnko 
of Marlborough. There was an im- 
posing (iri'ay of counsel in tho case. 
Tlie Queen's Proctor intervening, tho 
Attorney-General appeared for him. 
It is tlie duty of the Queen's Proctor 
to intervene in tho Divorce Court 
whenever there has been or whenever 
there is reasonable suspicion that there 
has been collusion between tho two 
parties. The oiiinion of the jury and 
the Court in this case was that tho 
Countess of Aylesford had been guilty 
with the Marquis of Blandford, and 
that the Earl of Aylesford 'and the 
Marquis had been guilty of collusion, 
and that the Earl had likewise been 
guilty of misconduct. Under these 
circumstances there would of course be 
no divorce, the President of the Court, 
Sir James llannen, dismissing -the pe- 
tition with costs against tho Earl 
and the Marquis. Apparently for 
their own happiness Lord and La- 
dy Aylesbury some time ago had 
signed a deed of separation, and acted 
upon it, liy which a certain aura of 
money was settled ujion tho Countess, 
and they were to live apart. For tho 
purjiose of getting a divorce, however, 
it ajipears to have been agreed between 
the lui.sband and wife that she should 
begin afresh her misconduct with Lord 
Blandford. The opinion oxjircBsod by 
the jury iurI tho president of the Court 
sulliciciitly stamps the nature of their 
trauHactions. Lord Alyesforcl is 29 
years of age, and has two daughters by 
his wife. Lord Blandford, who, if ho 
lives, will in due course succeed to tho 
historic dukedom of Marlborougli, is 
.13, and was married five years ago 
to Albertlia, daughter of the 
Duke of Abercorn, and has had 
issue by her of a son and three 
daughters. iLooking at the position 
and connections of the parties to this 
suit, and tho great breach of all honest 
rules of life tliat they have been guilty 
of in colluding together, after a deed of 
separation was made, for tho purpose 
of getting up evidence ujiou wliich to 
found a divorce, it is one of tho moat 
disgraceful cases ever brought into tho 
Divorce Court, and everybody feels 
that the abortive result of the petition 
is exactly what should happen under 
such circumstances. — Weekly Toronto 
Globe.

EUROPK 

London, July 27. — Sir Garnet Wool- 
selay, Govoruor-General and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of Cyprus, has selected for 
the officers of his staff nearly all those 
who served under him in tho Ashanteo 
campaign. Much sickness is anticipa- 
ted among tho troops at Cyprus who 
have landed there at one of tho most 
unhealthy seasons of tho year. 

Admiral Yelverton, whose deatli is 
reported, is tho officer whose divorce 
from his wife twenty years ago attract- 
ed such wide attention. 

Tho Whitworth, a 38-ton gun re- 
cently o.xperimented aponnt Woolwich, 
proved a failure. 

Co^'STANTiNOPLE, July 27. — • .The 
Porte and British Ambassador deny 
that negotiations aro proceeding for 
tho cession of a portion of the Syrian 
Coa.st and tho island of Teno<lo3 to 
England. Persistent reports, however, 
aro current that negotiations, tho ob- 
ject of which is unknown, continue, 
between Eiiglaifd and Turkey. Tho 
Austrians will enter Bosnia on Sunday. 
It is expected they will encounter arm- 
ed resistance. The Austrian govern- 
ment has distributed a proclamation in 
tho native language. It- says tho Aus- 
trians come as friends to stop evils 
which have for many years disturbed 
Bosnia and Herzegovina and the Aus- 
trian borders. Emjjeror Francis Josepli 
could no longer look on and see tho 
sufl'eringsof these provinces whore force 
and turbulence reigned while tho gov- 
ernment of tho country was incapable 
of restoring order, and want and mis- 
ery wore knocking at tho frontiers of 
his own states. Tho Emperor there- 
fore directed the eye of Europe to your 
position and a council of nations decid- 
ed that Austria'should give you back 
your long missed peace and prosperity, 
Tnc Sultan comfiiits you to the protec- 
tion of his mighty friend the Emperor. 
The Austrian troops bring you peace 
not war. They will jirotect all and op- 
press none. Establislied custunia and 
institutions will bo respected. Tho re- 
venues will bo applied solely to tho 
wants of tho country. Arrears of tax- 
es will not bo collected. 

Austrian subjects in Servia belong- 
ing to Austrian reserves have been per- 
emptorily summoned to join their bat- 
talions. This creates uneasines be- 
cause it indicates n, far longer mobiliza- 
tion than was originally intended for 
the occupation of Bosnia. 

ErUBsians have occupied the chief po- 
sitions around Sliumla. The Russian 
authorities have categorically assured 
the Porte that tho Imperial Guard will 
"embark and tho other Russsian forces 
will retire as soon as Varna is sur- 
rounde<l. 

London, July 27, — In the House of 
Lords to-night the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, replying to a question, entered 
upon a general defense of tho govern- 
ment's policy in concluding tho Anglo- 
Russian agreement, which was intend- 
ed to prevent war in the event of tho 
failure of congress and not to tio the 
hands of tlio government.

EUROPE. 

London, July 28. — Tho Carleton 
Club gave a grand banquet last night to 
the British plenijiotentiaries to tho con- 
gress. Lords Beaconsfield and Salis- 
bury, tho Duke of Buccleugh and 
Queensbury and live liundred peers and 
commoners were present. Lord Beac- 
onsfield, rejilying to a ' toast, awarded 
Lord Salisbury the greater share of 
merit in tho labors at Berlin. Ho do- 
fined his conduct towards Greece, say- 
ing he had counselled Greece to absten- 
tion and the facts proved that Greece 
obtained more than tho revolted princi- 
palities which had lavished tlieir blood 
and treasure. He passed a great 
eulogium on tho present Sultan, who, 
throughout, was desirous of acting in a 
conciliatory manner to Greece. Lord 
Beaconsfield maintained that by the 
convention with Turkey wo diminished 
instead of increasing our rosponsi- 
bilitiea Ho brought back .from 
the convention the conviction that 
neither tho Crimean nor tho last 
war would have occurred if England 
had spoken out firmly. Repelling the 
assertion of Mr. Gladstone that the 
Turkish convention was an insane con- 
vention Lord Beaconsfield spoke of 
Gladstone as a sophistical rhetorician 
inebriated with the exuberance of his 
own verbosity and egotistical imagina- 
ton. Lord Salisbury and Sir Stafford 
Northcoto also spoke. 

London, July 29. — The passage in 
Lord Beaconsfiold's speech at tho Carle- 
tion Club banquet on Saturday night 
which has attracted most attention is 
that levelled at Gladstone, and it is ex- 
pected this incident will increase the 
bitterness of tho coming debate.

The Times, dis- 
cussing that point of the resolution re- 
lating to tho British guarantee respect- 
ing Asiatic Turkey, says there is room 
for contention that Lord Hartingtoli's 
censure of the treaty is too little or too 
much. If the llinistry have involved 
tho country unnecessarily in liabilities 
of so grave a character the opposition 
ought to bo preparrti to express some- 
thing more than mere regret. They 
ought to bo ready to oust their oj)- 
ponents, to take office themselves and 
to reverse the policy to which the 
country stands committed; if they are 
not prepared for such a decided course 
they ought to leave the Government 
unweakened to carry into effect the 
settlement of wliich it has laid tho 
basis in certain case.s. It is desirable 
that the Government should act on its 
own res])onsibilrty at all events. The 
main i.ssue of debate will not turn on 
on this point. 

London, July 29. — It is understood 
that more harnioiiy prevailixl in tho re- 
cent pan-Aiiglical Synod than 'at tiio 
ono previously held. It is stated that 
one of the last acts of tho Synod be- 
fore adjournment on Friday was the 
passage of an important resolution re- 
lating to the doctrine, order and di.sci- 
pliuQ of the Englisli Church, presuma- 
bly aimed at the extreme school of 
ritualists. 

Rome, July 29. — Garibaldi has writ- 
ten a letter warmly approving tho an- 
nexation demonstration and recom- 
mending rillo practice throughout 
Italy. 

Vienna, July 29. — ^Tho Austrian 
troops crossed tho frontier into Bosnia 
this morning, and without encounter- 
ing any difficulties. Archduke John 
Salvator of .Tuscany, at the head of a 
brigade has entered Derbeud.

San Fuancisco, July 2G. — The cred- 
itors of the Kimball Manufacturing 
Company have filed a petition to have 
the company adjudged bankrupt.

[New York Evening Post, July 18.] 

On the 2oth of Juno last a patent 
was granted to a IMr. Sawyer in tiiis 
city for a system of dividing a current 
of electricity in such a manner that 
light could be distributed to the difTer- 
ont rooms of a private house or other 
buildings. If a current of electricity is 
made to pass through a very small piece 
of carbon, tho size of the lead of ii 
pencil, an intense light is given forth 
for a few seconds. Then tho oxygon 
of tho air enables the heat to- burn up 
and destroy the carbon. Tho only way 
known to prevent this so-called combus- 
tion from taking place is to place the 
carbon in a vacuum, or in perfectly 
pure nitrogen. For experiments it was 
a very pretty plaything, but no practi- 
cal use could bo made of it. It was 
impossible to make any reservoir of 
transparent or any other substance that 
was iin4)ormeable to air, and there were 
impurities in the [lurcst kind of nitrogen 
attainable, whicliafter a time spoiled the 
carbon. The patents issued to JMr. Saw- 
yer aro for methods of hermetically 
closing the glass jar in which tho car- 
bon is placed, and for a means of chem- 
ically purifying the nitrogen. Both 
these ends have been successfully at- 
tained, it is a.sserted, and ut No. 1 
Howard street in this city, one of these 
lights may bd seen in operation. 1'he 
glass jar is about the size and slia[)e of 
an onlinary lamp chimney. The wires 
from the electric machine, whieli is 
similar to the one used by iSlessrs. Ar- 
noux ik Iloclihauseii, enter at tho bot- 
tom and connect with the inch-long hit 
of carbon. .The jar is horniotically 
sealed and is filled with nitrogen, ab.so- 
lutely pure. As soon as the current is 
sent through the wires the carbon be- 
comes brilliant and intenso. The light 
given is pure white, not trying to the 
eyes, and with not the slightest flicker. 
It is said that the electricity produced 
by one-horso power will be suflicient to 
light by this system any room or house 
requiring about forty burners. To fur- 
nish this electric current to jirivatc 
houses it is proposed to have reservoirs 
of electricity in diflforent [larts of the 
town, just as wo now have gas reser- 
voirs. The cost of putting the wires 
into a house is trifling compared to the 
cost of gas pipes, and tho electric lamps 
will not cost more than two dollars 
apiece. When once in place they need 
never bo touched. No cleaning 
will bo iieccs.sary, no matches will 
bo used, and finally there will be no 
danger of fire. Unlike the more pow- 
erful lamp for tho Ti»ii\'t building, 
there will be no necessity of uvt;r 
changing the carbons. In factories or 
buildings whore steam-power is used 
tho electricity can bo generated on the 
spot. The cost of the electricity in 
private houses will scarcely bo worth 
mentioning.
